I took a 
small box, twelvo by twenty ineliCH, six 
inches deep, and filled it with good garden 
soil, and put it on tho kitchen stove drum, 
*nd let it stay (hero till the dirt was 
thoroughly warmed through; [then took a 
stick and made nuirkfi an inch apart, four 
ami one-half inches deep in tho dirt, crass- 
ways of tho bos; then KCitltcrod tomato 
needs quito thick along tho rows and cover- 
cd thorn about one-quarter of an inch deep; 
then took a .newspaper and wet it and 
covered the box to prevent tho dirt from 
getting dry ou top. The box was set on a 
bouch near tlio stove after the seeds were 
sown, and tho following day set ou tho 
utovo drum again for the purpose of keep- 
ing up tho heat in tho soil, being careful not 
to let it get too hot. In forty-eight hours 
from the time the Roods woro sown, they 
had sprouted, and many had broken tho 
ground; a fo\v were near half an inch high.
